Registrants will be placed in Class 2 if their employ- 
ment in industry, agricultt! (ir other occupations or em- 
ployment is found by the local beard to be necessary to 
the maintenance of the nationalihealth, safety or interest. 

Registrants will be plaged in Class 3 if the local board 
decides that their status with respect to persons dependent 
on them for support rénders their deferment advisable. 
-Registrants in Class 4 are those whose deferment is 
prescribed by law or who for other. reasons are not con- 
sidered available for selection. 

Deferments are temporary, and all classifications can 
be changed by Jocal boards whenever the grounds for de-
